Labour’s, Threat. 
Probably the most interesting, and 


certainly the most dangerous, feature of 
the approaching general election in Great 
Britain will be Labour's bid for power. 
The trial of. strength will begin to-morrow 


at the municipal elections in London. 


The Labour Party proposes to capture the 
entire municipal machine of the capital. 
At the last elections, three years ago, the 
unpardonable apathy of the electors in 
the London boroughs allowed the Labour 
candidates to win a large number of seats 
which ought to have gone to Municipal 
Reformers. On this occasion virtually 
all the seats are being contested. by 


Labour candidates, and it is expected 


that every available voter Who is 
pledged to the Labour programme will 
record a vote tomorrow. The other 
parties, despite the lesson of 1919, seem 
to have taken very little interest in the 
election. Their minds, apparently, have 
been occupied with the larger issues of 
the national campaign, and once more 
the London boroughs have been neglected. 
It is quite probable, therefore, that the 
Labour Party will succeed in capturing a 
large proportion of the vacant seats and 
that London will become a hotbed of 
Poplars. Some of the constitutional 
candidates are making a belated effort to 
retrieve the mistakes of their party organ- 
isers, but the Communists are confident 


of victory. 


The issue between Labour and the 


rest of the community is no longer in 
doubt. Labour's official programme, ‘as 
enunciated by Mr. Arthur Henderson and 
some of his leading lieutenants, is sheer 
Bolshevism. The proposal for a capital 
levy damns it at once. Economists of all 
| shades of politica] opinion, as well as 
those who have no definite political lean- 
ings at all, combine in denunciation of 
this mad scheme, which is the spear-head 
of Labour’s war against private enter- 
prise. In addition to the capital levy, 
which, we notice, Mr. Clynes vainly tries 
to explain away, it proposes the increase 
of death duties and super-tax, accom- 
panied by exemption of all incomes 
below £250 a year from taxation of any | 
kind. All the old discredited schemes 
for subsidies to idleness appear again. | 
Everybody must have work, or, if}.

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; and there is-a bright side even to 
the - tragedy of destruction in 
Dublin.

The United States tariff wall is an in- 
stitution of long standing. Its original 
object was to protect the Republic’s infant 
industries ; but for many years after those 
infant industries had reached not merely 
adult, but.colossal, stature the Republican 
Party continued to keep the tariff wall 
at its marimum height. Democratic Ad- 
ministrations assumed office from time to 
time and the wall was lowered; but the 
return of the Republicans to power always 
witnessed its immediate restoration. The 
wall kept American prices high and en- 
riched the trusts. President Wilson re- 
duced the tariffs ; but now the Republicans 
are back in office, and the Fordney Tariff 
not only has restored the tariff wall, but 
has added a few more tiers of bricks to it. 
Moreover, the Act gives the President 
power to raise or lower these tariff rates by 
50 per cent. without consulting Congress. 
This is a new departure. The Tariff 
Commission will make a close study of 
the various duties. If they are still 
insufficient to meet foreign competition, 
they will be raised. Ii they are more 
than sufficient to keep out the imported 


the tariff will be lowered. “The Com- 
mission,” it is added with official 
optimism, “will ignore pressure of manu- 
facturing interests excited through poli- 
ticians.” We can guess, however, what 
will occur. The American: people already 
are disgusted with the high cost of living.

The Prime Minister will hold his first 
Cabinet Council to-morrow at No. 10 
Downin is in the famous Cabinet 
room. is spacious apartment. has a big 
cloth-covered table, round which the 
‘Ministers are seated. The Prime Minister 
takes his place in a chair, with his back 
to the fireplace, protected from the heat 
by a glass screen, There is no regular 
rule as regards seating, but the ‘Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer usually sits on 
the Prime Minister's left, and the Leader 
of the House of Commons or the Home 
Secretary on his right. 

It is understood to-day that the names 
of another batch of new Ministers will be 
announced in the course of the week and 
that all the Ministers whom the Prime 
Minister intends to appoint will be 
announced before the general electior, so 
that they may go to the poll as Ministers 
and thus avoid the necessity of a number 
of by-elections after the new Parliament 
meets. It is understood that Mr. Bonar 
Law, when appointing a new Minister of 
Labour, will make it plain that he does 
so in order that the whole work of the 
department may be examined, but it is 
unlikely that a new Minister of Pensions 
will be selected. There is to be another 
Air Secretary, since, for the present, the 
work of his department is fo remain 
separate from that of the Admiralty and 
the War Office. 

The Prime Minister has made it clear 
to-day that his decision to abolish tha 
Ministry of Ponsions is certainly not to 
affect the pensioners. When the Pensions 
Bill was before the House of Commons 
Mr. Bonar Law was leader of the Opposi- 
tion, and he expressed a strong opinion 
that the pensions suggested were not 
generous enough, with the result that an 
inquiry was held which confirmed his view. 
Now his idea is to stabilise the pensions, 
and abolish many of the medical boards 
which are continually sitting to cut down 
pensions. It is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that by the reduction of constant 
medical boards a very large sum of money 
can be saved. What will be still. better 
for many poor, badgered ex-soldiers, pen- 
sions will be made permanent. 

At the last general election over one 

hundred members were returned unopposed 
on nomination day, but many of them 
were Sinn Fetners, who will not be in the 
new Parliament. Consequently, it is un- 
likely that there will be any approach 
to that number this time, and it is ex- 
pected that the unopposed returns will 
robably not ex*eed a score at the outside. 
t is possible, however, that we shall be 
able to make a fair guess at the general 
result on the night of the election; for 
the results (f the boroughs will be de- 
clared then; and, if they show a great 
preponderance one way or the other, it is 
improbable tha: the counties where tho 
results are to be declared on the following 
day will have voted very differently. 


SCOTLAND'S VOTE. 


Mr. Lloyd George is said to have told 
his friends that he was astonished by his 
reception in Scotland. I hope, for his 
own sake, that he i not building too 
great hopes upon it. After all, it is not 
particularly surprising that the people in 
Glasgow and Edinbargh, who have not 
enjoyed many opportunities of seeing face 
to face the most picturesque statesman in 
the world, should give him a hearty 
welcome. But it does not necessarily 
follow that, they wiil vote for the Lleyd 
George ates on November 15th. 

It is quite on the cards, indeed, that 
the “National Liberals,” being the only 
party definitely in favour of Coalition, 
will have to bear the brunt of all the 
unpopularity attaching to that word, The 
voter who was “fed up with the late 
Government can glut. his hestility to it 
by voting Conservative, Wee Free, or 
Labour. The one thing he cannot con- 
sistently do is to support the Nationa! 
Liberal candidate. erie 

Such National Liberals as are returned 
will owe their victory either to the sup- 
port of Conservatives, who have no canidi- 
date of their own te vote for, or to the 
personal aya still attaching to the 
name of Mr Lloyd George, who has, of 
course, a large number of admirers 
throughout the country. But it will be 
very surprising, in view of all the factors 
adverse to them, if a party which, at the 
close of the late Parliament, held only 
one hundred and nineteen seats should 
return to Westminster more than a 
hundred strong. 

Even with a hundred “stalwarts. 
behind him, the ex-Prime Minister would 
occupy a very powerful position in the 
next Parliament. The odds are, I should 
say, slightly against the Conservatives 
obtaining a clear majority, and very much 
against any other party doing so, and it is 
not at all improbable that the “ National 
Liberals will hold the balance between 
the Conservatives on the one side, and a 
Liberal-Labour combination on the other. 
Mr. Lloyd George will in that case, tu 
judge by his speeches, give his suppor. 
to the party most likely to resist the Bol 
shevist menace. He occupy very 
much the position of Mr, Joseph Chamber- 
lain after the general election of 1886, 
when he kept Lord Salisbury in power in 
order to defeat Irish Home Rule.

This devotion to the Motherland, this readiness to sacrifice everything for 
Italy's welfare, as evinced by hundreds of thousands of youths, is Signor 
Mussolini's conception of a super<lemocracy, He further defines a super-democracy 
as not so much a nation in which every citizen enjoys equal rights, but as a nation 
in which everybody has an equal amount of duty to perform. 8 2 

The Fascisti intend to respect all treaties previously entered into by Italy, but

MR. WALSH AND THE CORR

ceived from the worker in this levelling up or 
down process. In so chronic a case as the one 
vour Council is faced with, legislation is not 
in itself a satisfactory remedy. Lou will need 
the co-operation of everybody, and once it . 
realised that a reasonable profit, on the one 
i hand, and a reasonable wage for an honest 
day's work, on the other, are better than ne 
profit and no wage, then we begin to see ds) 
light. The sooner we face the facts, the sooner 
we get to work. :
